Albert S. Ross, son of Mrs. Robert 
Ross south of Ada, who enlisted with 
the 25th engineers several months 
ago, writes the following letter to 
his mother telling of some of his 
experiences. 
France, Tuesday, April 16, 1918. 
My Dear Mother: 
We went to work this morning and 
it rained us out at 10:00. We went 
back after dinner and it rained us 
out again. I never saw so much rain 
in all my life. It rains all night and 
half the day. About all we hear is 
rain, rain, rain and the mud sure 
is sticky. 
We are coming along alright with 
the buildings, but it is some job. to 
saw the lumber when it is soaked 
with water. 
I think that a whole lot of the 
rain is caused by so much firing of 
the big guns on the front. Some of 
the boys that were here when they 
wasn’t doing so much fighting along 
here said they had good weather. 
We have two gas masks and a steel 
helmet How. Believe me I can use my 
gas mask, too. The 
helmet 
looks 
more like a taripan shell than any 
thing else I’ve seen. I guess you have 
seen pictures of boys wearing them. 
We are not in any danger here except 
in case of an air 
raid 
and 
their 
chances to get this far back are very, 
very slim. They haven’t made it yet. 
Seventeen of our boys went to the 
front last Sunday on a sight seeing 
tour. They went in a motor truck and 
came near seeing an air raid. Two 
Germans tried to come over and a 
young American went up and brought 
them down. I understand it was his 
first flight after receiving his com­ 
mission and one of the Germans had 
several medals with him he had won. 
They sure don’t like for the Sammies 
to capture them, hut we seem to be 
playing the day over here now. Our 
boys were there at the celebration. 
They were brought to 
the 
public 
square in the town. 
The band play­ 
ed and everyone was out to see the 
proceedings. One of the Germans had 
a broken leg or so, and the other one 
wasn’t hurt. 
The 
Sammie 
wasn’t 
hurt. I sure. hated that I couldn’t go. 
They selected the first man in each 
letter of the alphabet until they had 
the required number. 
We got some mail today. The first 
letters we have gotten in more than 
a week. We got some newspapers sev­ 
eral days ago. I didn’t get any letter 
from anyone except Viola today. I 
haven’t got the package Ella sent 
either, but I guess I will in a few 
days. 
» 
Our mail is a very important thing 
with us over here. 
It sure made a 
different look on our faces today. 
I heard a lecture here in the “Y” 
hut Sunday night that was sure fine. 
The same man will lecture here to­ 
night. I’m going to hear it, too. It is 
very seldom that we get a chance to 
hear anything like that. 
We didn’t work last Sunday, but 
we had an inspection in the morn­ 
ing. 
I have so much 
equipment 
and 
such a limited amount of space to 
keep it in that I hardly know w'hat 
to do with it all. 
I’m learning the French language 
a little but not very fast. I don’t have 
enough dealings with them to need 
it veixjpuch. 
I hope it is all settled before long. 
So we can all come back home. I’m 
tired roaming around.

FORMER ADA BOY KILLED 
BY CAMP BOWIE EXPLOSION 


Mrs. VV. G. Meador is in receipt of 
the following letter from her broth­ 
er, VV’. D. Simmons, concerning the 
death of brother in the recent trench 
mortar explosion at Camp Bowie. Mr. 
Simmons and his family, including 
the young man killed, at one time 
lived at Ada some eight or ten years 
ago. 
Dear Sister: 
It is a sad task for me to write 
you in regard to brother’s (Eucleds) 
death, but alas it is too true. He was 
killed by the explosion of a trench 
mortar gun. 
I suppose you have 
read an account of it in the papers. 
He was not disfigured as I was afraid 
he might be, the piece of steel that 
killed him, struck him in the neck. 
He looked natural, almost like he 
was asleep. He was shipped to Hen­ 
rietta Thursday morning at 3 o’clock. 
The business men and citizens of 
Henrietta and community asked per­ 
mission to take charge of the body 
at the train to which I agreed. They 
carried him to the M. 
church and 
stayed with him until the funeral 
services Friday 
morning 
at 
l l 
o’clock. The house was packed with 
people and a lot could not get in. I 
think there must have been 2000 
people present.’ He was buried in 
military form. Three soldier boys 
accompanied the body 
home, 
two, 
(Charlie Boyd and Earl Brazil) of 
which were his boy friends at home 
also tent mates in camp. The soldier 
boys and boy scouts In uniforms were 
pall bearers. His grave was covered 
with large 
wreaths 
of 
beautiful 
flowers. The people in Henrietta and 
all over the country took great in­ 
terest and was willing to assist in 
every way they could. He was the 
first soldier to die in this (Clay) 
county.

As we are not publishing a regular 
summer school bulletin it is deemed 
advisable to get together some of the 
suggestions that have appeared in 
former issues of the “East Central- 
ite”, supplement them with others, 
and discuss again 
somewhat 
fully 
the work of the summer school. We 
are having letters daily 
indicating 
that people are very much interested 
In the new third-grade certificate that 
is being offered this year for the first 
time. 
The commercial courses offer­ 
ed by the Normal School with free 
tuition are coming to be more and 
more popular. The question of board 
and rooms is being raised by every 
mail. These and other questions nat­ 
urally arise in one’s mind as he plans 
for the summer term we are endeav­ 
oring to answer 
with 
comparative 
fullness in this issue of the paper. 
Teachers’ Certificates 
East Central State Normal ^School 
is very much interested in the ques­ 
tion of securing and having extended 
teachers* 
certificates. 
It 
is 
not 
thought necessary or advisable to en­ 
ter into a full discussion here of the 
method of securing the various kinds 
of teachers’ certificates granted in 
Oklahoma. I*or general purposes the 
following discussion should be suf­ 
ficient. 
There are two methods open to per­ 
sons eighteen years old or over of 
securing teachers* certificates in Ok­ 
lahoma. 
One is by attendance upon 
certain educational institutions, the 
other by examination covering the 
subjects required for the various cer­ 
tificates. JThe discussion of the edu­ 
cational institutions will be confined 
to the Normal School. 
A full de­ 
scription of the various ways of ob­ 
taining certificates may be had by ad­ 
dressing the secretary of the State 
Board of Education 
at 
Oklahoma 
City. 
Normal 
School 
Attendance — Two 
Years State Certificate 
Graduates 
from 
affiliated 
high 
schools with sixteen or more units 
who have spent at least three terms 
in a Normal School making not few­ 
er than nine credits will be granted 
a first-grade certificate good for two 
years. During the three terms in the 
Normal the student must take psy­ 
chology, pedagogy, observation and 
teaching. The work done in the Nor­ 
mal School may be included in the 
requirements for high school gradua­ 
tion or it may be in addition to high 
school graduation. 
One-Year State Certificate 
Students who have finished the 
first two years of a 
regular 
high 
school course including two terms in 
the Normal will be granted a one- 
year state certificate of the same rank 
as n third-grade county certificate. 
This certificate may be renewed each 
year by attending the Normal School 
one term and having the endorsement 
of the county superintendent. 
The 
required subjects for this certificate 
are: 
Algebra 3 terms. 
Plane geometry 2 or 3 terms. 
English Grammar and Composition 
4 terms. 
Agriculture of General Science in­ 
cluding Physiology 3 terms. 
Drawing I term. 
History, either ancient or medieval 
and modern or both, 3 terms. 
Music I term. 
Penmanship I term. 
Pedagogy 2 terihs. 
Electives sufficient to 
make 
24 
Normal School units or 8 high school 
units. 
By Examination 
Both state and county certificates 
may be had by examination. 
Exam­ 
inations for state certificates are held 
at the Normal School building the 
last Thursday of May and the Friday 
and Saturday following, 
Examina­ 
tions for county certificates are held 
at the county seat of each county on 
the fourth Thursday and the Friday 
and Saturday following in January, 
April, and October, and at the Normal 
School building at the close of the 
summer term. 
Grades made in the Normal School 
within the past three years on sub­ 
jects required for a certificate may 
be used on a certificate in lieu of an 
examination on those subjects. 
Subjects Required for Certificate 
For third-grade: Arithmetic, com­ 
position, civics, English grammar, ge­ 
ography, writing, 
elementary agri­ 
culture, 
domestic 
science, 
music, 
United States history, 
theory 
and 
practice of teaching, reading, physi­ 
ology and hygiene, spelling. Oklaho­ 
ma history and government. 
Candi­ 
dates for a 
third-grade 
certificate 
must not be under eighteen years of 
age, must make a general average of 
not less than seventy-five per cent 
nor fall below sixty per cent in any 
one subject. 
No third-grade certifi­ 
cate shall be issued more than twice 
to the same person. 
For second-grade: At 
least 
six 
months’ 
successful 
experience 
in 
teaching and examination in all the 
subjects required for a third-grade 
certificate together with elementary 
psychology and American literature. 
Candidates for a second-grade certi­ 
ficate must be at least eighteen years 
of age, must make a general average 
of not less than eighty percent nor 
fall below sixty-five per cent in any 
one subject. 
For first grade: 
In addition to all 
the requirements for second and third 
grade examination in algebra, phys­ 
ics, and general history. Candidates 
for first-grade certificate must have 
taught successfully twelve 'school 
months, must not be under twenty 
years of age, must make an average 
grade of at least ninety per cent, and 
not fall below seventy-five per cent Id 
any one subject. 
To Suns Up: 
Certificates may be secured with- 
outexamination or 
by examination 
wholly or In part. 
Three terms* attendance 
on 
the 
Normal School is required for a first* 
grade certificate: two for third. 
Credits made in the Norm ii school 
may be used on any certificate se* 
cured by examination provided they 
have been made within three years. 
Beginning January I, 1918, appli­ 
cants fur third-grade certificate must 
have had at least one term in the 
Normal School or the equivalent of 
one year of high school; foe second- 
grade certificate two terms in a Nor- 
‘ or tho equivalent of two years 


in a high school; and for first-grade 
three terms in a Normal or the equiv­ 
alent of three years in a high school. 
Positions for Teachers.

“A union of all Christian bodies is 
suggested by some. We are told that 
*re are too much divided, that this 
division is an embarrassment, and it 
is said that when the war is over and 
the soldier boys come home they will 
resent and resist our denominational 
lines. 
“The church is Hot Methodist, Bap­ 
tist, Episcopal, PresDyterian. 
It is 
the body of Christ and we have de­ 
nominational affiliations because of 
the fact that in these bodies we are 
working with people of “the same 
temperament, of the same of least re­ 
sistance. 
The world is critical, not 
because we are Presbyterians, but 
because being Presbyterians, we may 
be lacking in the Spirit of Christ. 
“I am quite sure that there are 
some 
great denominations which 
ought to be merged, and thus rnerg 
ed would have a right to' exist. Sure­ 
ly there can be no reason in the 
world why all Presbyterian and Re­ 
formed bodies should not be united 
We have the same history, we be­ 
lieve in the same great doctrines, we 
are inspired by the same purpose in 
living, and if such a union could be 
brought about the Christian world 
would rejoice with us. 
“On the same basis and for the 
same reason other bodies tempera­ 
mentally hi harmony should be unit­ 
ed and thus the number of denomina­ 
tions materially decreased. 
“But^whatever our denomination 
a1 name, while we hold tenaciously to 
Jesus as the Son of God, dying upon 
Calvary’s Cross to make atonement 
for sin, and the Bible as the Won 
of God, giving us the true revelation 
of God, we must have a broader vis 
ion, we must have a more inclusive 
platform, we must make it possible 
for all classes and conditions of men 
who will affirm their faith in Jesus 
Christ as Saviour to stand with us 
unhampered by restrictions and cue 
toms which men have devised. This 
would draw to us great multitudes 
of people, and we could move for­ 
ward like an army. 
“When the boys come home they 
will not be satisfied with a lifeless or 
formal church. A soldier is quoted as 
saying: ‘We remember God in the 
trenches. It is when we come home 
that the people try to make us for­ 
get Him.’ 
One of my friends in the trenches 
a private, although he is a Presby 
terian minister, writes me: 
‘The 
battlefields, 
horrible 
as 
they are, are being swept by the 
cleansing winds of God. God is work­ 
ing mightily in these times out in the 
battlefields where men are hourly 
hurled into eternity, even Rabbis are 
carrying a crucifix and bolding it 
before the eyes of dying Gentiles.’ 
“These boys when they come back 
will not be drawn "to a church with 
narrow views and still narrower prac 
rices. I want the church to be ready, 
not only for the present emergency, 
but for the great day when our boys 
come home.”

nounces at Washington, if the mines 
•to to be kept going full time during 
th# summer months and the danger 
Fretted of a serious shortage of coal 
In those sections next fail and wlntar. 
J Official reports to the Fuel Admin­ 
istration show that In the States of 
Illinois, Michigan, Kansas, Missouri, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Texas, New Mex­ 
ico, Iowa, Utah, Washington, Colorado, 
Wyoming and Montana consumers of 
foal are not placing their orders in ths 
volume expected, or in quantities nec- 
rssary to insure against a winter short­ 
age.

Parting Wedged Drinking Glasses.

A simple method of part­ 
ing glasses is to pour cold water itfto 
the inner glass and set the wedged 
glasses upright in a dish of warm water, 
which should then be gradually heated 
by pouring hot water Into It.

contraction of the inner glass and the 
expansion of the outer one will re­ 
lease the two.
